1. Applicant argues that Cohen teaches a surface concentration 
of the surface active agent of at least .05% and that therefore 
the reference does not teach an amount of surface agent that is 
less than .2 percent of the total weight of the nonwoven web 
that is impregnated with the surface active agent as is 
instantly claimed. The examiner disagrees. Col. 6, lines 5-2 0 
refer to a percentage of surf ace -active agent as a percentage of 
the weight of the web material . A weight percentage only at the 
surface is simply not mentioned. 

In col. 6, lines 35-50, it is stated that a surface 
concentration of at least .05% should be obtained by mixing an 
effective amount of surfactant in the bulk melt of the polymer 
material before extrusion of the fibers used to make the 
nonwoven web. The reference then states that enough of this 
surfactant mixed in the bulk should bloom to the surface to 
achieve at least a concentration at the surface that would be 
equal to .05% surfactant based on the weight of the nonwoven 
web. At best this means that less than .05% weight of surface- 
active agent based on the weight of the nonwoven web would have 
to be mixed in the bulk, since a portion of the bulk surfactant 
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migrates to the surface. Less than .05% based on weight of the 
nonwoven web would still be less than .2% as is instantly 
claimed. 

The fact that the working examples of the reference use 
amounts greater than that lower end of the range that is taught 
as feasible in the Cohen et al . specification, does not detract 
from the explicit lower range teaching of the reference for the 
weight percentage of the surface active agent. Upon appeal all 
of the claims will be rejected using the same grounds as used in 
section 3 of the office action mailed 31 May 2006.
